London, Oct. 21. 

The King, in his speech 
from the throne, said a 
Bill would be introduces 
“designed to promote the 
extension of the produc- 
tions of all kinds within

Tt also announced a Bill to 
socialise the production — and 
distribution of ‘gaa in com- 
pletion of the plan for the 
coordination of the fuel and 
power industries.
